Identification Document List 
 

One (1) form of identification is required for all household members.  The validity of each 

identification must not be expired at time of application approval.  Below is a list of documents 

the ADU Rental Program accepts. 

 

DO NOT PROVIDE SOCIAL SECURITY CARDS AS PROOF OF IDENTIFICATION 

 

• U.S. Passport or U.S. Passport Card;     

• Permanent Resident Card or “Green Card” (Either a 2-Year or 10-Year Green Card is 

acceptable); 

• Form N-550, Certificate of Naturalization from the Department of Homeland Security; 

• Foreign Passport that contains a temporary I-551 stamp or temporary I-551 printed notation 

on a machine-readable immigrant visa; 

• Employment Authorization Card; 

• Certificate of Birth abroad issued by the Department of State (Form DS-1350); 

• Certification of Report of Birth issued by the Department of State (Form DS-1350); 

• Copy of a birth certificate issued by a State, County, Municipal authority or territory of the 

U.S. bearing an official seal; 

• Native American tribal document; 

• U.S. Citizen ID Card; 

• Driver’s license or ID card issued with a photograph issued by a State; 

• School ID card with a photograph; 

• Voter Registration Card; or
